Western Mine-owners Perplexed by 
India’s Action. 


Senator Teller Thinks the Silverites 
Need Not Be Alarmed. 


Secretary Carlisle is Desieged by Inquir- 
les—Recent Large Sales of Govern- 
iment Bonds—Mexico to Tax 
Exported Dollars, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Denver (Colo.,) June 29.—[By the 
Associated Press.] That the Omaha, 
Grant, Globe and Bostoh and Colorado 
smelters here, together with a dozen 
big silver and lead smelters throughout 
the State, will close down at once, has 
been reported in the East. These 
works have ore contracts on hand 
which will keep them inoperation until 
January 1, no difference at what price 
silver may be. 

Senator Henry M. Teller this morn- 
ing said: ‘‘The action of the govern- 
ment of India ought not to have de- 
pressed silver to the extent it seems to 
have done, and I think the fall in silver 
resulted largely from misapprehension 
on the part of the people of the East 
as to what action the Indian govern- 
ment willtake. I noticed in the papers 
Tuesday that Leech and Cannon are re- 
ported as saying that India will cease 
to take silver. The fact is, that if the 
mints are closed to private individuals, 
it is the intention of the Indian govern- 
ment to purchase silver coin atthe ac- 
count of the government, in the same 
manner, practically, as we coined under 
the Bland act. 

‘There is no reason to suppose that 
India will not take as much silver next 
year as ittook this. Many friends of 
silver believe that will enable the In- 
dian Council to set its council bills at a 


the fluctuation of silver. Now, if the 
council bills are to be sold, as the press 
representatives say, the scheme is, at 
ls. 4d. per rupee, which is more than 
they have been selling at heretofore, 
for some time, it oughtto make silver 
not only more stable, but higher than it 
has beer in the last ten days. There is 
no possibility of the Indian government 
fixing a gold standard with gold as the 
circulating medium. It is impossible 
forthem todo that. The British gov- 
ernment tried it twice and failed. 

‘The statement made in the public 
press that they propose to give a gold 
standard without a gold currency means 
that they propose to take the rupee on 
a gold basis asto its value considered 
as bullion; in other words, they would 
take the rupee, instead of at 47 cents, 
its mint value, at 82 cents, which 
would be about its gold value. I do not 
consider the action of the Indian pov- 
ernment as alarming as the alarmist 
people seem tothink it, nor do I be- 
lieve it willaidin the repeal of the 
Sherman bill.”’ 


HERBERT'S OPINION. 


A Sound Currency Test Will Next Be 
Applied. 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Secretary of the Navy 
Herbert, 
with the Populist movement in the 
South, said today that he thought the 
Populists are not now making any prog- 
ressin the country, and the teachings 
of those engaged in the agitation will 
not have any influence in shaping the 
policy of the Democratic party. Speak- 
ing of silver the Secretary said: “I 
think the stoppage of the free coinage 
of silverin India is the greatest blow 
given the Sherman law and the free 
coinage of silver. Silver coinage in 
India has been pointedto as an object 
lesson, by the advocates of free coin- 
age in this country. 

‘‘Now, the coinage of silver thus vol- 
untarily stopped, with the consent of 
India, it tumbles down both arguments 


that silver currency was a benefit to 


the farmers of India, and that exchange 
was on a system forthe benefit of En- 
gland.’’ 

‘‘Do you think the silver question pre- 
sents serious danger to the Democratic 
party at this time.’’ 

' “T think affairs have reached a crisis, 
and the party in power will be judged 
by the wisdom they show in giving the 
nation sound currency.”’ 

Consultations between Cleveland and 
the members of his Cabinet, today 
caused considerable gossip.

BOUND TO USE SILVER, 


What a ‘Prominent Montana Man Says on 
the Subject. 

(Mont.,) June 29.—Ex-Gov. 
Hauser, chief owner of the Helena 
smelter, which is turning out $300,000 
in bullion every month, saysit will not 
close up. There is enough gold and 
lead ores of Mcntana to keep it running 
in spite of the low price of silver. 
Hauser says the present situation will 
cause a reaction in favor of silver. 
Every silver mine that closes down re- 
duces the production of gold from 25 to 
40 percent. The result will be the 
contraction of the gold product to less 
than $65,000,000 per annum, an 
amount which is consumed every year 
in arts alone. Monev will become 
scarce, and gold will goto a premium, 
and this sgarcity will compel the in- 
creased use of silver. Hauser thinks 
the next Pe ean will repeal the Sher- 
man law and pass a law for the coinage 
of $8,000,000 or $4,000,000 of silver 
per month on an increased ratio.. Hau- 
ser is one of the largest,mine-owners in 
Montana. 


EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON, 
The Repeal cf the Sherman Law Might 
Be Advisablie. 

New York, June 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Pfess.| Ex-President Harri- 
son is in the city, and when asked how 
he accounted ior the shrinkage of sil- 
ver since the passage of the Sherman 
law, said he preferred not to discuss 
that subject. ‘‘But everybody knows,’’ 
he said, ‘‘that the Sherman law was 
only an expedient. It was passed in 
preferencejto something worse.’’ The 
ex-Presideat thought a great deal more 
blame was laid at the door of the Sher- 
man law than it deserved, but that its 
repeal might tend to restore public con- 
fidence, if only by working upon the im- 
agination of the public. 


A New Party. 

New “une 29.—Senator Jones 
of Nevita ties cvenias. ‘I doubt 
very much ifthe Sherman act can be 
repealed at the extra session. It cer- 
tainly cannot be wiped out unless a sub- 
stitute satisfactory to advocates of free 
coinage is provided.. Skould Congress 
succeed in effecting a repeal without 
granting such substitute, there will 
surely be a breaking away from the old 
parties of men who believe that free 
coinage ot silver is the best method of 
solving the financial problem. The sil- 
ver party will be formed, and it will 
prove so powerful an d wield such influ- 
ence that to ignore it will be fatal to 
any man who desires political prefer- 
ment.”’ 


“Poor Man” and the ‘Tiger."’ 

Spokane (Wash.,) June 29.—Mining 
in the Cceur D’Alenes is practically sus- 
pended. The Morning mine closed down 
Wednesday and the Gold Hunter will 
stop tomorrow. This leaves only the 
Poor Man and Tiger in operation 
among the big producers of the region. 
Mr. Clark of the Poor Man went to 
Butte today, and a conference there 
will determine whether the mine will 
also close down. 

It is not the prospect of making 
money that keeps these two properties 
in operation, but the pumps must be 
kept going or the mines will fill with 
water. 


Must Compensate the Banks. 

June 29.—The Indian govern- 
ment is discussing the claims of various 
banks which have £1,500,000 silver on 
passage to India, and which want com- 
pensation for the depreciation in value 
of the metal arising from the action of 
the government in stopping the free 
coinage of silver. It is said the gov- 
ernment is inclined to secure the banks 
against loss. 


Government Bonds in Demand. 

New Yorks, June 29.—Dealers say 
that transactions in Government bonds 
have been done on an enormous scale 
recently. One authority esiimates the 
sales for the past fortnight by savings 
to about $4,000,000. National banks 
were also purchasers, and full. prices 
banks and kindred institutions amounted 
were paid in everg instance. 


A Strained Situation. 

Boston, June 29,.—The strain on the 
financial situation today was severer 
than ever. Stocks were demoralized at 
the start. Liquidation was extremely 
heavy, and, under pressure, prices tum- 
bled badly. The banks are calling in 
loans on all sides, and some of the best 
houses on the street had to pay abnor- 
mally high rates to get carried through. 


Pomoua Bank to Reopen, 

Pomona, June 29.--Bank Commission- 
ers Gerberding and Dunsmoor have ex- 
amined the People’s Bank and have 
found assets $200,000. Atty.-Gen. 
Hart was present and adviged the bank 
officials toreopen, which will be done 
on Saturday or Monday. 


“Mollie Gibson”’ Shuts Down. 

Aspen (Colo.,) June 29.—The famous 
Mollie Gibson mine, the greatest silver 
producer in America, closed lastnight 
on account of the dropin the price of 
silver. All big properties are now 
closed and all little ones will close by 
the end of the week. 


Sulphides Must Me Invoiced. 

WASHINGTON, June 29:—The Collector 
of Customs at El Paso, Tex., has been 
instructed by Assistant Secretary 
Spaulding to discontinue at once the 
practice of admitting sulphides of silver 
‘from Mexico without consular invoice, 
and in the future not to admit silver 
bullion from Mexico exceeding $100 in 
value when alleged to be imported as 


money. unless accompanied by a con- 


€ 


sular invoice or bond for the protection 
of such invoice, unless the bullion is 
shown by the shipper’s declaration 
made before the consular officer at the 
port .of shipment to be forwarded as 
money ora medium of exchange at a 
tixed value per ounce, and mot as mer- 
chandise. 


CLEARING-HOUSE SYNDICATE, 
A large Issue of Certificates Has Been 
Authorized. 

New York, June 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] This morning the Clear- 
ing-house Committee virtually formed a 
syndicate by agreeing to take out a lot 
of clearing-house loan certificates for 
the purpose of putting a stop to the 
high rates for money and the panic that 
virtually existed inthe money market. 
Some banks, the Gallatin and Fourth 
National for instance, have never taken 
out loan certificates before, and had no 
need to do so now, except for moral ef- 
fect: By taking out certificates, though, 


‘itenables them to lend large sums of 


money without infringing on the cash 
in their vaults. 

As a result of the committee's delib- 
erations an issue of $9,000,000 cer- 
tificates was authorized, and all mem- 
bers of the Loan Committee availed 
themselves of the opportunity in pro- 
portion to their capital, except the 
Chemical and Importers’ and Traders’ 
National banks. It is thought they will 
take out certificates later. 

The condition of affairs in Phila- 
delphia banking circles is becoming 
more marked. According to advices re- 
ceived from Philadelphia this morn- 
ing, New York exchange in that city is 
at 44 cent on the doilar. Several latge 
banks in this city have large balances 
owing them in Philadelphia banks, 
which the latter are unable to remit on 
accounts of their inability to procure 
the New York exchange or currency. 
One New York Bank has $750,000 
tied up in Philadelphia in that way, 
another $600,000 and another $500,- 
000, and the question is becoming a 
serious one. Unless the Philadelphia 
banks remit this week, it is probable, 
according tosome New York bankers, 
that discount will be charged on all 
Philadelphia exchange received from 
the dealers here. 


An Important Decision. 

Denver (Col.,) June 29.—A _ large 
number of representative smelting and 
mining men of the State met this after- 
noon. Ex-Gov. J. B. Grant of the 
Omaha and Grant Smelter presided. 
The resolutions adopted declare that 
the world cannot transact business 
without silver money; that the actual 
cost and value of the metal far exceeds 
the incorrect views which mono-metal- 
lists have formed; that the inevitable 
course of events will quickly demonstrate 
that enormous sums of money invested in 
railroads, loans and other property 
will so depreciate tn value that mono- 
metallists wilkalso be convinced that 
some action must be taken with silver 
to restore it to its legitimate use, which 
it has held from time immemorial. It 
was therefore resolved to completely 
close down all silver mines, mills and 
smelters in Colorado until such time as 
silvér appreciated at it proper worth. 


This action will throw many thousands | 


of persons out of employment. 


No Likelihood of a Fall, 

Loypox, June 29.—Further inquiries 
were made inthe Commons today re- 
garding the effects of the action of the 
Indian government in stopping the free 
coinage of silver. Russell, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary of the Indian Office, 
saidthat neither the government of 
India nor the Herschell committee ex- 
pected the compromises in India to be 

materially altered under the new cur- 
rency arrangement. Goschen,_ ex- 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, asked 
whether the Herschell committee and 
the government were prepared, and if 
the great fail which had already oc- 
curred in silver would not fail to mod- 
ify the views of the government and 
the committee. Gladstone then said 
there was no likelihood of any serious 
fall in the value of the product in India. 
In case such a fall should occur, he 
would readily state the views of the 
government. 


Mexico Will Go on Coining. 

New York, June 29.—A City of 
Mexico special to the Herald says that 
Secretary of the Treasury Limantour 
states that there is no truth in the 
rumor that Mexico contemplates sus- 
pending the free cotnage cf silver. On 
the contrary, all Mexican mints will be 
worked to the utmost capacity. 


Holland's Market Affected. 
AMSTERDAM, June 29.—-The market 
for silver is affected by the action of 
India. In open market fine silver 
dropped from 63 60 per 
kilo. 


Taxing the Dollars. 

St. Lovis, June 29.—A special from 
the City of Mexico says the government 
contemplates placing an export duty on 
Mexican dollars to aid the silver market.

SACRAMENTO, June 29.—(Ry the 
Associated Pré@sr A especial to the 
Bee from Folsom says: “In the hospi- 
tal lle four wounded men, Sontag, Ab- 
bot, Schell and Duffy. They make no 
complaint, except voung Schell, who ts 
so terribly wounded through the lungs. 
George Sontag is partly under the in- 
fluence of opiates, and this renders him 
insensible to pain. 

“IT didn't know anything about it till 
Tuesday noon,” he still protests, with 
an air of injured innocence. ‘It was 
Williams who first led me into it. He 
told me I could get out if I would only 
come up to the uppér quarry at 3 
o'clock. He said I didn't care anything 
for my liberty if I wouldn't take such 
easy chances of getting it. We did not 
intend to hurt Briare or any other 
man. We thought Briare would take 
us right past the lines.’ 

“Sontag’s knee cap is almost blown 
off. and the ends of the bones which 
join at the knee are badly splintered, 
but. unless inflammation begins, Dr. 
Eagle says he will not have to ampu- 
tate the limb. There has been very lit- 
tle change in his condition, but the 


chances for recovery are perhaps in his 


favor. 

“Abbott is not very badly injured, but 
a more disgusted man it would be hard 
to find. He is disgusted with himself 
and everybody else. He declares that 
not one of the men knew how to handle 
guns, but the way that bullets whistled 
about the posts and the men standing 
in the open, does not bear truth to his 
words very well. Both Sontag and Ab- 
bott were dumb when the subject of 
arms and ammunition was broached.

Thereis a perfectly natural demand 
of the system for cold, refreshing 
drinks in copious supply during the hot 
months; in fact the comfort of the 
household is greatly increased when 
good home-made drinks are regularly 
provided, systematically made a part of 
the dailymenu. I give here several 
formulas for beverages which have 
been weil tested. wat 

RASPBERRY SYRUP FOR ICED WATER. 

Fill a two-quart glass jar with fresh 
red raspberries, pour over them cider 
vinegar until the jaris full. Screw the 
cover on and let them stand one week, 
then scald and pourin a jelly bag and 
let it drain; to the juice add one pound 
of loaf sugar toevery pint. Boil fast 
twenty minutes and skim when any 
scum arises; while hot put in six 
bottles or glass jars. One spoontul in 
a glass of iced water makes a drink of 
delicious flavor. 

HANDY LEMONADE. 

Grate the rind of four targe lemons 
and mix with it one pound of sugar. 
Squeeze the juice of the four lemons and 
pour over the sugar. Put all in a glass 
jar. Allow one tablespoon for each 
glass of iced water. 

RELIABLE GINGER POP. 


Allow four quarts of warm water, one 
ounce of white ginger root, two lemons, 
gne pound of white sugar, half a table- 
spoon ofcream tartar and half a cup of 
soft yeast. Cut the ginger root fine and 
boil in a little-of the water, grate in the 
vellow rind only of the lemons, and put 
inthe pulpand juice. When nearly 
cold add the yeast. Put all ina stone 
jarin awarm place twenty-four hours, 
then bottle for use. 

DELICIOUS ACID DRINK. , 

Mash one pint of ripe currants and 
same quantity of red raspberries, pour 
in a jelly bag and press out all the juice, 
then strain the juice through a cheese- 
cloth. Pour over the juice about three 
pints of cold water and add sugar to the 
taste. When ready to serve add 
cracked ice to cool.

The Tools of the Egyptians. 

The ancient Egyptians had tools for stone 
working equal to anything in use today, 
They used both solid and tubular drillsand 
straight and ular saws.

The Degradation of Silver, 

The silver question is at present the 
genera! topic of conversation, even 
among men who have hitherto given 
little or no attention to the subject. 
When silver mines close down, one after 
another; when smelters are allowed to 
freeze out: when railroad stocks tumble 
insympathy and manufacturing estab- 
lishments discharge their help, the 
question is no longer an abstract one, 
but comes home to us all, with the prom- 
ise that it will soon come much nearer. 

In London, which the United States 
still permits to control the money mar- 
ket of the world, the price of silver yes- 
terday was 68s cents per ounce, at 
which rate the silver dollar, as bullion, 
is worth only 53 cents. This drop de- 
moralized the New York market, and 
outside of the board bar silver fell to 
the unheard-of price of 62. 

This state of affairs cannot, of course, 
continue much longer. Eastern people 
clamor for the repeal of the Sherman 
act, as a cure-all for our ills, but the 
peopie at large would like to know what 


which would be immediately taken in 
Europe, where all other government 
securities would at once drop, not being 
able to compete with our bonds. Then, 
according to this theory, gold would 
flow into the United States, and a 
short time bi-metallism “would have to 
be adopted in those European countries 
where it is not already the rule, while 
the enormous quantity of silver held by 
the American treasury would rise in 
value and yield a big profit to Uncle 
Sam. 

Several other schemes are proposed 
to restore silver to its previous condi- 
tion, but the trouble is that the Eastern 
money power does not want to see sil- 
ver restored. If gold would only goto 
a premium, the creditors of the country 
would be so much the gainers. 

No section of the United States feels 
the silver depression more than Colo- 
rado, the great silver-producing State 
of the Union, where several of the 
largest mines have already closed down, 
and others are preparing to follow suit. 
It is proposed to hold amass convention 
of representative men in Denver, to 
protest against what is there termed a 
‘‘monstrous crime.”’ 

Ex-Gov. Hauser, one of the largest 
mine-owners of Montana, points out a 
mannerin which the decline of silver 
may possibly bring with it its own rem- 
edy. He shows that every silver mine 
that closes down reduces the production 
of gold from 25 to 40 per cent. of its 
total output, referring to the fact that 
the bullion contains, on an average, 
that percentage of gold. The result 
wili be the contraction of the gold 
product to less than $65,000,000 per 
annum, an amount which is consumed 
every year in the arts alone. Money 
will then become scarce, and gold will 
go to a premium, and this scarcity will 
compel ap increased use of silver. 

Meantime, as Artemus Ward would 
say, ‘‘the krisis is upon us,’’ and whilt 
financial doctors are disagreeing the 
patient is getting very sick. There is 
a erying need, just now, for a cool- 
headed statesman who wears a large- 
sized hat. 


The Sugar Industry. 

While the silver question will be the 
most important one before the ‘coming 
Congress, there will also be much auxi- 
ety to know what course that body will 
pursue in regard tosugar. The produc- 
tion of sugar is the most promising 
branch of agriculture in the United 
States under existing conditions, but 
the uncertainty asto future legislation 
has paralyzed its development. 

The United States sent out of its bor- 
ders in the fiscal year ended June 380, 
1892, over $100,000,000 for sugar. 
Our exports of wheat and flour the pre- 
vious year did not quite equal in value 
this enormous sum. Thus, we produce 
a surplus of wheat to depress prices at 
home and abroad, and yet buyin these 
foreign markets acrop that we might 
produce at home. 

The American Agriculturist, which 
has of late devoted much space to a 
discussion of the beet-sugar industry in 
the United States, recently had this to 
say on the subject: 


‘The money for the sugar crop, espe- 
cially beet sugar, is paid to the farmors 
and laborers, who so much need it. It 
is money that otherwise would be sent 
to.New York for imported sugar, and 
ultimately is sent abroad to pay for the 
imported product. If the vast sum 
which Nebraska now pays away for 
sugar could be paid to her own farmers, 
laborers and sugar mavnufacturers, 
would it not add immensely to the 
money in circulation, and thus benefit 
all classes? If Nebraska made sugar 
for shipment to other States, it would 
by so much more increase her prosper. 
ity, without detriment to the States ehe 
supplied. ‘The simile holds true of any 
State. 

‘‘There is another phase to be consid- 
ered. Without enlarged domestic, pro. 
duction of sugar the average increase 
in consumption will in ten years re: 
quire the payment to foreign countries 
of $150,000,000 annually for im: 
ported sugar, if current low prices are 
maintained until then. But the limit 
of beet sugar in Europe is alleged to have 
been reached. The tropics would have 
to furnish much of the increased supply, 
Jucging from the history of the sugar 
industry in those countries, the neces- 
sary increase of product would come 
only through an increase in price, 

‘Here, then, is the point: Priesa of 
imported sugar are apparently destined 
to advance to quite high figures in the 
course of a few years unless the United 
States increases her production. Pru-

After a quarter of a cen- 
tury of experimenting and research by 
Federal and State governments, we 
have Overcome the practical difficulties 
which beset the industry. 

‘“‘Now we only need a policy that wt)) 
net producers 6 or 7 cents per pound 
for their standard refined granulated 
sugar, to so establish the industry that 
within a comparatively few years it 
may be able to staad alone. , 


“To offset the uncertainty of Federal 
legislation, andto promote the sugar 
industry within their borders, some 
people of Nebraska propose to ask 
their Legislature tooffer a bounty for 
sugar produced in that State. Among 
those who oppose fostering this in- 
dustry. by a Federal tariff are many 
who favor direct encouragement by the 
States benefited.’’

THE FRYING-PAN. 


The Right Way to Use It—DBreakfast 
Potato Cake. 
Specialiy Contributed to The Times. 

A celebrated clergyman is credited 
with saying that he finds the store win- 
dows a means of grace, for he stands 
in front of them daily and thanks God 
there are so many things that he can 
do without. 


A practical housekeeper who has 
learned cookery in her mother’s 
kitchen ratherthan in a cooking class 
must derive similar benefit from the 
perusal of the lists of ‘‘Things Neces- 


sary for a Kitchen’’ published from 
time to time. 

Not content with recommending new 
things, these household writers sooner 
or later break out ina tirade against 
the frying-pan. What has the frying- 
pan done that it should be so berated? 
That good, serviceable bit of iron to 
which we are indebted for so many 
wholesome meals, meals that we can- 
not with all our modern improvements 
excel! Delicious omelets; pancakes, 
potato cakes, Welsh rarebits, even 
crullers and doughnuts (which last are 
theoretically described as requiring a 
‘“‘kettleful”’ of lard,) reach their highest 
perfection in a frying-pan. 

Moreover, a pot lid or saucepan lid 
which will fit it tightly will convert it 
into a saucepan, and one more useful 
than any size which can be bought, for 
the preparation of hashes, curries or 
small ragouts. This is on the principle 
of the ‘‘bachelor’s kettles,’’ sold exten- 
sively in England, which are broad and 
low, so that a large surface is broaght 
close to the fire and the contents of the 
utensil can be heated quickly. 

An enthusiast for ‘‘modern methods,”’ 
therefore a denunciator of the frying- 
panand a champion of broiled meats, 
attempted not long ago to broil sau- 
sages. This can be accomplished with 
a Dutch oven and a brisk fire, but she 
made her attempt with a gridiron, and 
I — I do not need to describe the re- 
sult. 

The whole secret of the successful 
use of the frying-pan lies in three pre- 
cautions—in having the lard, butter or 
other frying fat smoking hot before put- 
ting in the food; in removing it from 
the pan the instant that it is done, and 
in draining it properly on absorbent 
paper. Ordinary brown paper that is 
not glazed will serve. food cooked in 
this way does not absorb fat. 

In these summer days, when fires 
must be kept low, it may sometimes 
happen that a steak has to be cooked 
when it would be impossible to broil it. 
A past mistress of cookery can fool all 
but the veriest epicure by using the 
frving-pan inthis wise: Place it di- 
. rectly over the fire and let it get very 

hot as you would a griddle or waffle 
iron. Then puta small lump of butter 
into it, whisk it round and drain it off 
when you are sure every spot has been 
buttered. Cut yout steak so that it 
will be flat, lay itin the pan and turn 
itevery two minutes. The fire should 
be quick, and the turning constant. 
Like salads, this requires the hand of 
the mistress to accomplish; no servant 
can be taught to do it, 

Let me ask you to try the frying-pan 
for the following recipe. I have found 
that it gives better results than a soap- 
stone griddle. As the secret of success 
lies more in the cooking than in the 
making, I give directions for both: 

. BREAKFAST POTATO CAKE. 

Take one-lialf pound of mashed po- 
tato, three ounces of flour, milk slightly 
warm, a little butter and one-half tea- 
spoonful of baking powder.

Eighty-eight Graduates Given 
Their Diplomaas, 


Interesting Exercises at the Op2ra- 
house Yesterday. 


The Capacity of the House Tested

A Namber of Admirable Essays by the 
Graduates—The New Principal's Ad- 
dress—Olass Day Favors-- 
Musical Attractions.

Both 
harm and benefit have resulted through 
organized societies. Organized char- 
ities have proved of incalculable good. 
Organization has peopled America and 
has given American people liberty and 
freedom. But Anarchist.societies and 
the great liquor organizations are vam- 
pires upon our homes and our people. 

How shall we govern organization so 
that its power shall be for good is the 
problem which our Nation must strive 
to solve. 

Miss Myrtle E. Johmson’s essay, 
‘Pictures of Memory,’’ was daintily 
drawn. When we think of the wealth 
that life might hold, she said, it is like 
the promise of gold at the raitbow’s 
end. The dreamer does not dream that 
even now he holds treasures as rare as 
the best. There are days in reality in 
life as pleasing as those in dreams, yet 
we all like to live over in memory 
scenes we have enjoyed. Then there 
are such scores of little sketches 
among memory's larger pictures, and 
these small memories are often helpful 
all through life, affording inspiration, 
And so dreaming is not useless, nor oné 
golden hour wasted. 

Miss Antonie A. Schwannecke ren- 
dered the poem ‘‘Beatrice’’,in an im- 
pressive and beautiful manner, the ex- 
pressive play of both voice and features 
aiding its delivery. 

‘Why Great Men Do Not. Secome 
Presidents,’’ was an ambitious theme 
and well treated by Floyd. R.. Watson. 
He believes that some of the greatest 
leaders in shaping our Government have 
tailed to be elected to the Presiden 
of the United States because of their 
being men of strong charatteristics, 
subjected to too free public censure, 
liable to make public enemies, and so 
they are politically thwarted in obtain- 
ing thehighest office of the country. 
For these reasons it vould be unwise to 
put forth our strongest men for the 
Presidency; they would be almost sure 
of defeat. 

Miss Edith A? Hitt sketched. “Child 
Life in Dickens-land.’’ She portrayed 
Dickens spending days and even nights 
pacing the streets and studying life as 
he found it. Though his scenes are all 
laid in humbie places and his actors 
drawn from humble classes, yet his 
scores of characters are.real-seeming 
folks. And how closely atid lovingly he 
clings to the little ones on whom the 
world has laid iron hands. He made 
most of the charity children, the unfed, 
untaught, unloved children. See how 
there is always a pathos in his stories 
of the children of the streets and of the 
home. But it wasever a matter of re- 
gret to him that care should carve their 
little faces. 

The good and the evil of utilitarian- 
ism were treated by Birney H. Donnell 
in his oration, *‘Recreation in Art.” It 
was one ot the excellent features of the 
afternoon, and admirably delivered. 
There was the touch of true efoquence 
in his plea for a mam to cultivdte sgme 
refuge onan rplane, where fum- 
drum cares are d and he finds fe 
hasa‘soul.

They were ac- 
cepted by Prof. More in a tender 
speech,and when he closed by saying 
that he was glad with the class of 
graduates, for he had now received his 
diploma, the house resounded with ap- 
plause.

More, and spoke brieflo, brightly and 
pointedly. He is evidently well in 
touch with educational matters, and he 
let fall a word of praise of Los Angeles 
that had the true ring, and was a key 
to unlock the heart of every citizen in 
his favor.

THE SCHOOL BOARD 


Teachers’ Salaries Fixed for the 
Coming Year. 


Principal and Vice-prineipals for the | 


High School. 


Provision : Aiso Made for a Number 
of Assistants. 


All Employes to Be Paid by the Month, Ex- 
cept Principals and Teachers in 
the Migh School—A 
Little Tit. 


The Board of Education held an ad- 
journed meeting last evening. 

At the regular time of convening 
there were one or two committees in 
session, and an adjournment was éaken 
until the committee work could be com- 
pleted. 

The matter of petitions from various 
persons, dsking for the use of certain 
schooloooms for the purpose of private 
instruction during the summer vacation, 
was referred to the Building Commit- 
tee with power to act. ’ 

The Teachers’ Committee reported, 
recommending the following: 

That all employés of the department 
be paid by the month, except principals 
an dteachers in the High School. 

Also, that these last-mentioned em- 
ployés be paid by the year. 

Also, that there be employed a vice- 
principal of the High School, and that 
the following principals or heads of de- 
partments inthe same school be se- 
lected ; namely: 

Principals, of the mathematical, 
classical, natural science and literary 
departments, the vice-principal of the 
school to act also as the principal of 
the literary department. 

Also that warrants for all salaries be 
drawn at the end of each month, and 
that all emplovés be paid only for ser- 
vices actually rendered. 

Also that the schedule of salaries for 
the year commencing July 1, 1893, 
and ending June 30, 1894, be as fol- 
lows: 

Kindergarten teachers: 
$60 per month; 
month. 

Special teachers: Principal kinder- 
garten, monthly salary, $100; princi- 
pal drawing, $130. Assistants, draw- 
ing, $100; writing, $110; calisthen- 
ics, $100; music, $80; teacher of 
Spanish, $80; teacher of French, $60. 

Principal of night scaool, $40; su- 
perintendent of buildings, $110; as- 
sistant superintendent, $80; city su- 
perintendent of schools, $225; assist- 
ant superintendent of schools, $150; 
secretary, $60. 

Principal of High School, $2000 per 
year; vice-principal, $1800; principal 
of mathematical department, $1800; 
principal natural science department, 
$1800; principal of classical depart- 
ment, $1800. All other teachers in 
the High School, $1200 each. 

Principal of Spring street school, 
$150 per month; teachers in second 
and third grades, $75; all other pri- 
mary and grammar grade teachers, 
$80; 
and the Normal principal, $100; prin- 
cipals of eight.room buildings, $120. 

Janitors, monthly salaries: High 
School, $125; Spring street, $75; 
nine-room buildings, $50; eight-room, 
$45; five-room, $30; four-room, $25; 
two-room, $15; one-room, $10

While the question of copy books to 
be used in instruction in penmanship is 
of itself comparatively unimportant, it 
brings np another matter which appar- 
ently will be a knotty problen for the 
Board of Education to solve.

If this be true then the time 
of use for the booksin vogue for the 
past year will expire today. Section 
1874 of “the State law says that ‘no 
change of text books must be made at 
any other time thanin the months of 
May or June of the year in which the 
change is made, and no changes shall 
be made to take effect until the begin- 
sing of the school term commencing 
after the 80th of June of that year.”’ 

Ia order to make changes it is ~neces- 
sary to advertise for bids for a period 
of sixty days. It would, therefore, ap- 
péar that it would have been necessary 
toadvertise some two months agoin 
order tomake the changes now. Even, 
therefore, if the board was to hold a 
special meeting this evening it would 


not been advertised for, and of course 
after today, under the section above 
quoted, none can be legally adopted in 
any manner on account of the time for 
such adoption having expired.

Price Failed to Pass. 

LOS ANGELES, June 29.—[To the Editor of 
Tue Times.}] We have read with much str- 
prise the statements of J.C. C. Price pub- 
lished in THE Times of June 28, in which ‘he 
says that he had subinitted his credentials 
to the State Board of Verterinary Exami- 
ners, and that they -were highly satisfac- 
tory.

He also stated that he had written and 
sent the money for a certificate of his di- 
ploma some months ago, but had received 
no reply. 

We gave him what weconsidered a fair 
and impartial examination for an hour 
and a half, in which examination he made 
afailure. After the examination we asked 
him to leave the room until we could con- 
sider his case, and it was unanimously de- 
cided to reject him as being incompetent

SoutH PASADENA, June 28.--[To the Edi- 
tor of THE TiMEs.| The statement in this 
morning's TIMgEs, referring to the action of 
the Supervisors of Riverside county mak- 
ing it a ‘‘dry’’ county, that county prohibi- 
tion is an experiment, is incorrect.

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THE COURTS. 


,A Unique Will That Was Held 
Valid. 


How Patrick Donohue Disposed of 
His Estate. 


Courts May Supply Words Where 
the Meaning is Obvious. 


Jadge Shaw Decides the Briggs-Lanter- 
man Water Suit—The Beuschutz 
Case Again—Cocurt 
Notes. 


When Patrick Donohue died in San 
Luis Obispo connty on February 19, 
1892, he left surviving him his widow, 
Kate Donohue, but no children. His 
estate consisted of real and personal 
property tothe value of about $15,000. 
His heirs at law, other than his widow, 
were one sister and several nephews 
and nieces, chlidren of two deceased 
brothers. In dae time the widow filed 
in the Superior Court of the county in 
which she lived her petition in proper 
form asking that a paper accompany- 
ing the petition be admitted to probate 
as the Jagat will of her deceased husband. 
The paper, which was somewhat unique 
in phraseology, read as follows: 

CROLLDEPDRO, febuary 3, 1892. 
this is to serifey that ie levet to mey wife 
real and persnal and she to dispose fo them 
as she wis. PATRICK DONOHUE. 

A day was set for hearing of the peti- 
tion, and on that day the sister and one 
nephew and four nieces of the decedent 
appeared and filed written grounds of 
opposition to the probate of the alleged 
will, on the grounds that the instru- 
ment was nota will of the deceased, 
and thdt the same had not been written 
voluntarily by the defunct Patrick, and, 
further, that the paper was executed 
under what the lawyers call fraud and 
undue influence. More than this, that 
the said Patrick was at the time of the 
execution of the instrument, and for 
some time prior thereto, at his home at 
Corral de Piedra, and was sick and in 
great pain and suffering of body and 
mind; that his wife, Mrs. Kate Donohoe, 
repeatedly harrassed and annoyed him, 
and gave him no rest until he made the 
purported transfer to her of the prop- 
ert 

he petitioner strenuously denied 
that she had exercised any influence 
over the deceased to get him to write 
and sign the paper, but claimed that 
he did it of his own free will and ac- 
cord. 

The case was tried before a jury, and 
special interrogations were submitted. 
The Court adopted the findings of the 
jury and found that the said document 
was the last will and testament of Pat- 
rick Donohue; and that it was executed 
in all particulars as required by law, 
and thatsaid testator, at the time of 
‘ the execution of the same, was of sound 
and disposing mind, and not acting un- 
der undue influence or duress; and 
thereupon-an order was made and en- 
tered admitting the will to probate and 
appointing the petitioner administra- 
trix of the estate of the decedent with 
the will annexed. From this order and 
one denying a motion for a new trial 
the contestants, Kate Mitchell and 
others, appealea to the Supreme Conrt. 
That judicial body decided the case by 
affirming the judgment of the lower 
court inaccordance with facts stated 
inalengthy opinion, which was re- 
ceived at the Deputy Clerk’s office in 
this city yesterday. Inthis opinion it 
was held that a will might be infor- 
~~ mally drawn and might consist -of one 
or more papers. No particular words 
were necessary to show a testamentary 
intent. It must appear only that the 
maker intended by it to dispose of prop- 
erty aftér his death, and evidence as to 
the attending circumstances was admis- 
sible. Courts, in reading wills, always 
supplied obviously omitted words, wher- 
ever tte word omitted was apparent 
and no other word would supply the 
defect. Counsel for defendant con- 
tended that the document in question 
was intended by the decedent as a tes- 
tamentary disposition of his property, 
and that it was sufficient in form to 
meet the requirements of the law and 
to justify its admission to probate as a 
will. Counsel for appellants, on the 
other hand, coutended that the docu- 
ment was not entitled to probate as a 
will because it was vague and uncertain 
as to subject-matter, presenting a case 
of patent ambiguity which rendered it 
absolutely void. 

This contention rested upon the the- 
ory that it could not be determined 
from the face of the paper whether the 
word “‘levet’ should be read ‘“‘leave’’ or 
‘‘left,’’ ner what personal property was 
referred to, and that, therefore, the 
construction given to the paper by the 
respondent was unauthorized. 

. Such patest ambiguity as would ren- 
der the paper void was not apparent. 

‘ The decedent and respondent were 
married-in 1869. They never had any 
childred. Early in 1870 they went to 
San Luis Obispo county. Atthe time 
of their marriage the respondent had 
about $2300 worth of property, but the 
dece@ent had nothing. In May, 1870, 
they commenced working for wages, he 
doing farm work and she house- 
hold work. They received $55 

r month for such _ service and 
$1900 of the wife’s money was loaned 
to their employers at interest. This 
money, and their accumulated earnings, 
they subsequently invested in land, 
which they afterward sold for about 
twice the sum it had costthem. Seven 
or eight years before his death Donohue 
made a Will, but that was afterward de- 
stroyed. By this will he devised all his 
_ property to his wife during her life, and 

‘provided that afterward it should go to 
the other beirs. A few days before he 
wrote the paperin controversy, he be- 
came sick, and continued to grow worse 
until he died. On the morning of Feb- 
ruary 8, 1891,'he was up and writing 
on the dining-room table. He asked 
his wife for a sheet of paper, and when 
he had obtained it, he began to write 
and when he concluded, he showed Mrs. 
Donohue the paper. It was the brief 
- The contestants sought to prove that 
Mrs, Donohue became insanely jealous 
of her husband a dozen years or 6&0 be- 
fore his death, and that she thereafter 
entertained and often expressed suspi- 
clon that he had or would transfer to 
others, without her knowledge or con- 
sent, all the rea! and personal property 
which he had conveyed to her. 

All of these things the Supreme 
Court thought of no effect as argu- 
ment to sustain the ground of the con- 
testants, and for that reason ordered 
that the judgment of the lower court be 
affirmed. . 

BRIGGS V8. LANTERMAN. 

After wrestling some little time with 
- the voluminous evidence submitted in 
the case of Briggs vs. Lanternman, 
Judge Shaw yesterday rendered an 
opinion of considerable length on the 
cause, in which, after covering very 
fully the merits of either side of it is 
concluded and ordered that eack party 
should pay itsown costs and thatthe 
Plaintiff was entitled to all the residue 


of the water flowing in the several 
cafions at La Cajiada, mentioned in the 
complaint, that mightbe left after the 
defendants had diverted eighteen 
inches, measured under a four-inch 
pressure, andthat the defendants had 
no right to maintain anew dam, flume 
or pipe line, but must continue to divert 
the water at the place and by the means 
which they formerly used, with the 
right, of course, to put the flume, dam 
and pipe in perfect repair, but with no 
right to divert more than eighteen 
inches of water. 

The opinion recites that it was not 
deemed material to determine whether 
the Southern Pacific Company, under 
which the plaintif derived right or 
title to some of the La Cafiada lands 
involved in the action, had derived title 
from the United States. The defend- 
ants had no right te make or maintain 
a dam. flume or pipe-line over the 
plaintiff's land in a new place, nor to 
change the place of diversion, nor in- 
crease the amount diverted. ‘The deed 
of one Pickens to Mrs. Lanterman con- 
veyed the right-of-way for said waters 
across the lands in the most convenient 
and accessible way. This did not locate 
the right-of-way granted, amd the 
grantee had a right to select the route 
over such portion of the land as she 
saw fit, but having made her selection, 
and constructed the dam, pipe and flume 
thereon, and used it as thus located, 
she had no right to make any changes.

Quong Toy Ying, the Chinese mur- 
derer, appeared in Department One 
yesterday with his attorney, H. H. Ap- 
pel, Esq., to plead to the charge set 
against him. A demurrer to the in- 
formation was presented and over- 
ruled, when the defendant entered his 
plea of not guiltv.

Robert Harlow having found the de- 
fendant guilty of embezzlement .as 
charged, it was ordered yesterday by 
Judge Smith that Harlow be confined in 
the County Jail for a peried of four 
months. 

On petition of Mrs. Benschutz, show- 
ing that her husband had failed to com- 
ply with the order of thecourt, direct- 
ing that he pay acértainsum per month 
toward his wite’s support, a citation 
was ordered issued vesterday by Judge 
Wade requiring the defendant to ap- 
pear on Saturday to show cause for nen- 
compliance with the order.

GIVEN HIS LIBERTY. 


Examination of Ward for the KIill- | 
ing of ex-Officer Rinkenbach. 


The Evidence Insafficient to Convict Him 
of the Crime of Manslaughter—No 
New Facts Brought Out 
in the Case. 


The preliminary examination of Tom 
Ward, charged with manslaughter, was 
concluded before Justice Seaman yes- 
terday and the defendant discharged. 

The case was called at 9:30 o’clock 
in the morniug, and Dist.-Atty. Dillon 
and Assistant Dupuy appeared for 
the prosecution, while C. C. Stephens, 
Esq., and R. A. Ling, Esq., represented 
the defense. 

The evidence presented was much the 
same as that given at the Coroner’s in- 
quest, and nearly all of the day was 
consumed in the taking of testimony. 

Officer Stephenson testified to having 
gone to the saloon where the affair oc- 
curred shortly after it had happened, 
and hearing Rinkenbach vomiting, he, 
in company with other officers, went to 
the Pico House and arrested Ward in 
his room at that place. When told of 
Rinkenbach’s death Ward said: “I am 
d——na giad of Ward at first re- 
fused te accompany the officers to the 
police station unless they had a war- 
rant. After he had been handcuffed he 
said: ‘*‘My God! murderer? If 
so puta bullet threugh my brain.’’ 

Rapp, the bartender at the 
Pantheon saioon where thetrouble was, 
gave testimony which tended to prove 
that Rinkenbach was the aggressor. 
Witness swore among other things that 
Rinkembach and, the defendant were 
drinking together, and the first intima- 
tion of trouble between them was an 
abusive remark by Rinkenbach, who 
soon afterward pushed Ward out 
through the door. Witness closed the 
door through which they had gone, and 
when he did so Rinkenbach was on top. 

A little tilt occurred between the at- 
torneys during the afternoon session.

Atty. Dillon understands French, while 

the attorneys for the defense do not. 

The witness was being questioned by. 
the prosecution, and when in the midst 

of his testimony gave an answer to the 

question put to him, which answer was 

interpreted. Witness then made some 

additional remark which was not inter- 

preted. 

Mr. Ling inquired what this addi- 
tional remark was, and at about the 
same time District Attorney Dillon en- 
deavored to continue his questioning. 

Counsel for the defense demanded to 
know what had been said, and the Dis- 
trict Attorney insisted that they should 
wait till their turn came to cross-exam- 
ine the witness. 

Things became somewhat confused, 
and the attorneys manifested consider- 
able impatience. The additional re- 
mark of the witness was finally inter- 
preted, and proved to be unimportant. 

After completing the taking of evi- 
dence for the prosecution Mr. Stepheas, 
with a brief argument, moved to dis- 
miss the defendant. 

Mr. Ling made an eloquent appeal 
along the same line, and then Rist.- 
Atty. Dillon said that he felt almost 
like leaving the case to the discretion 
or the Court. There were, however, 
some things to which he wished to call 
attention. Asfar as he knew nearly 
all of the evidence that coula be secured 
to effect a conviction had been offered. 
The officers had faithfully assisted. If 
the Court saw fitto hold the defendant 
every endeavor would be made tesecure 
additional evidence. The whole affair 
was a most unfortunate one and every 
person could not but regret its occur- 
rence in acommunity. The matter was 
now left with the Court. 

Justice Seaman gave as his opinion 
that the evidence was not sufficient to 
convict and thereupon ordered the 
prisoner released. A number of people 
shook hands with Ward as he left the 
courtroom. 

WARD REARRESTED. 

Ward was rearrested last night and 
lodged in jail on a charge of vagrancy. 
Anumber of menof his kind at once 
got together and went before Justice 
Staman, persuading that official to ad- 
mit Ward..to bail in the astonishing 
small amount of $50.

MR. FISH TALKS BACK. 

The following comntunication was banded 
to the reporter by Milford Fish on Thurs- 
day for publication: 

‘Referring to the oe meeting of our 
City Council held on Tuesday eyening to 
take action inthe matter of street-pavine 
specifications, THE Times of yesterday re- 
fers to an objection raised by Mr. Fish to 
the retention of the ‘maltha’ clause in the 
specications as adopted bythe City Coun- 

1, which reads as follows: ‘All asphaltic 
cement shall be composed of 100 parts of 
asphalt, 80 per cent. pure, and 20 parts of 
refined maltha, 9° Baume, at 


“The following letter was read and sub- 
mitted to the Council in support of the ob- 
jection raised by the Citizens’ Committee of 
property-owners in the paving district: 
“ “THE BARBER ASPHALT PAVING CoMPANY, 

‘* ‘DENVER (Colo.,) June 1, 1893. 

Milford Fish, Esq., Pasadena, Cal.—DEAR 
Sr: Your favor of 29th ult. received and 
noted, and we thank you forthe intorma- 
tion. We note by specifications that only 
Calitornia asphalt will be allowed, and that 
it must be softened with malctha oil. This 
is a great mistake. The maltha oil is in 
the process of change to a solid, and on ex. 
posure for a few yearsto tke sun, hardens 
and leaves no cementing quality, whick, in 
this climate, causes it to crack and pulver- 
izé in winter. We guarantee all pavements 
laid by us for five vears, and cannot afford 
to have our name connected with the lay- 
ing of pavements which we do not be- 
Neve to good, e¢ven there is no 
guarantee required. We would be pleased 
to bid if the specifications can be 
so changed as to admit of standard as- 
phalts. Yours respecttully, 

(Signed) ‘F. J. WARREN, Manager.’ 

“An extract was also read from a circular 
of instructions from some party at same 
date: 

** ‘Great care should be taken not to sign 
petitions technically worded. Forinstance, 
a petition requiring maitha to be used in 
the softening of asphalt confines contract- 
orsto bid on an-:ntried material which can 
only be secured trom one company, and in 
very smal) qunratities.’ 

“It is well understod from source the 
‘maltha’ clause in our specifications orig- 
inated, which article, evidently, can only 
be secured from one company, and in very 
limited ‘ittes. 

‘Thus it is a monopoly at such prices as 
the asphalt company may choose to fix 
upon tt, agd should not be included in our 
specifications to the damage of our prop- 
erty owners in the paving district, and in 
favor of the one asphalt company. There- 
fore the Citizens’ Committee bad good 
grounds, and were justified in protesting 
against its retention in our specifications, 
thereby causing complaints and preventing 
bids from otber companies than the Los 
Angeles Asphalt Company on the paving 
job. As far as we have been able to learn, 
there is no city or town in which the ‘mal- 
tha’ clause is used in specifications for 
atreet paving.

SANTA ANA. 

The people of Santa Ana were shocked 
Thursday morning on hearing the news 
that Joun C. Faulkner had committed sui- 
cide at Orange by taking arsenic. Some 
three weeks ago be quit the employ of 
McFadden & Brown in this city, saving that 
his health was poor and that he needed a 
shortrest. The mostofthe time since he 
has spent at Orange with his wife's uncle, 
I. N. Porsyth. Wednesday morning he 
packed up his clothing, and remarked that 
he was going back to work at Santa Ana, 
bat complained of not feeling well. After 
breakfast he appeared sick at his stomach 
and went back tothe barn, where he was 
found dead by A. S. Hamilton twenty 
minutes later and neag by a half-emptied 
bottle labeled ‘‘arsenic.”’ 

The Coroner was summoned and a jury 
impaneled and after a two hours’ inquiry 
it was decided that an autopsy was desir- 
able. The body was brought to Santa Ana 
and Drs. Wood and Bradshaw made a 
thorough examination and retarned to Or. 
ange to give testimony before the coroner's 
jury. The Times correspondent, however, 
learned from a reliable source that the 
physicians in charge were struck with the 
absence of the appearance of arsenic poi- 
son in-the stomach, though they were 
unable to give an opinion until they had 
given a complete analysis in their labora- 
tory. 

J. C. Faulkner was 38 years old and 
came to Orange from New York eight 
years ago where he lived up to two years 
since, which time he has resided in Santa 
Asa. Soon after coming to Santa aAna his 
wife was burned to death by the explosion 
of agasoline stove. Of iate he has beeh 
somewhat erratic and those who were the 
best acquainted with him thinkthat he was 
sligktiy insaac.
